Pick 
out the dingiest oraiiges in the box and 
you will get the best. 
Another way to 
choose oranges is by weight. The heav- 
iest are the best because ^he.v bave the 
thinnest skin and more weight of juice. 
Thick-skin oranges are apt to be dry; 
they either weigh less because of hav- 
ing so much skin or because of the pov- 
erty of the juice in these jmrticular 
specimens. A slight freezing on the 
tree causes this condition in otherwise 
fine fruit. 
The "kid glove" oranges are 
the two varieties of small fruit grown in 
Florida from stocks respectively brought 
from Chma and from Tangiers. 
They 
are called "Mandarin" and "Tangarine." 
They may be eaten without soiling a 
kid glove, because the skin is loose and 
the little "gores" or pockets of juice 
come apart very cleanly and without 
breaking. All the above applies tc 
Florida 
oranges. 
The .Jamaica and 
Havana oranges are much paler yellow 
and their juice is usually of more acid

IiONitoN, November 21.—Great ex- 
citement was occasioned this morning 
when it was 
reported that another 
woman had been murdered and mutil- 
ated in Whiteohapel. 
The police im- 
mediately formed a cordon around the 
premises when it was learned that 
another murder had been attempted 
upon a low woman by a man who had 
accompanied her to her lodging. Ac- 
cording to the woman's story the man 
had seized her and struck her once in 
the throat with a knife. She straggled 
desperately and had succeeded in free- 
ing herself from the man's grasp and 
screamed for help. 
Her cries alarmed 
the man and he fled without attempting 
any further violence. 
The neighbors 
who heard the woman's screams followed 
the murderer for about three hundred 
yards, when he disappeared from sight. 
The woman says she is fully able to 
recognize the man and give a description 
to the police. 


The police are of the opinion that the 
attempted murder in White Chapel, 
this morning, was not the work of the 
man who committed the atrocious mur- 
ders in that vicinity recently. 


HABBIKOTON FINED. 


At a meeting of the Pamell commis- 
sion to-day, Mr. Reid, counsel for Mx-. 
Edward Harrington, stated that Harring- 
ton did not choose to adopt the course 
he had advised in relation to the article 
abusing the commission, which had ap- 
peared in Harrington's paper, the Keny 
Sentinel.

asked Harrington it he had anything to 
say. 
Harrington replied that he would 
accept the responsibility for what had 
appeared in his paper.

tired and shortly returned and fined Mr. 
Harrington fifty-five pounds for con- 
tempt of court. 


TOTED FOB JBFFBBSOIV. 


Deatb of Probably tbe Oldest ITI an in 
tbe United States. 


ONANCOOK, Va., Nov, 21.—The oldest 
man in this state, and perhaps in the 
United States, is dead. 
His name is 
Captain 
John 
Spence, of Accomac 
county, and he was 112 years of age. 
He was born in 1776, and voted at every 
presidential election since his twenty- 
fourth birthday, his first vote being cast 
for Thomas Jefferson in 1800. 
Captain 
Spence was every inch a sailor, and 
never tired of telling of hardships and 
miraculoiis escapes. 
He was never sick 
enough to require the services of a 
physician and died of extreme old age. 
Two Murderers Kxcculed. . 


WICHITA, Kas., Nov. 21.—Jake and 
Joe Tobler, (colored)," were executed 
this morning in the county jail, in the 
presence of a few people, by the federal 
authorities, Deputy Marshal 
Howard 
superintending. 
The crime for which 
they were executed was the killing of 
Cass and Goody Kuntz near the Sac and 
Fox agency in August, 1885. 


Tried to Pa«« a Forgred Draft.

TIIE W i n . OOE.ICKE IN QI.EST. 


Arthur Ham 11 
Swears Tliat Jerry 
SboaOr struck tlie Blow Tnat 
Caused ills Deatli. 


Coroner Stellhom to-day completed 
his investigation of the death of Wm. 
Golicke, the East Main street saloon- 
keeper, whose encounter with JeiTy 
Shoaff and his companions, has been 
aired by the press. 


He has taken the testimony of a dozen 
witnesses, all bearing on the case, but 
this, the swom statement of Arthur 
Hamil, an eye witness to the fracas, is 
sensational inasmuch as it lays the kill- 
ing of Golicke at the door of Jerry 
Shoaff. It reads: 


My name is Arthur Hamil; I have lived 
in Fort Wayne twenty years; I am ac- 
quainted with Jerry Shoaff and have 
known him for three years; I went into 
a saloon on Main street, east of Clinton 
street, on Wednesday, I think, October 
3d, 1888; the night the spittoon was 
thrown and the man was struck; those 
who were there in our party were Jerry 
Shoaff, Charles Wort, Oscar Keifar, 
William Turner, Wm. Heffelfinger, Art 
Boseker, Wm. Kenning, besides myself; 
drinks and cigars were set out; I don't 
know who called for them; after we 
drank and took cigars all of our party 
went out, except Charles Wort, Billy 
Heffelfinger, Jerry Shoaft'and myself; 
as the rest of tLe boys went out there 
was some dispute about settling for the 
th'inks and cigars; I do not know exactly 
what was said only Golicke said that 
not a God damn man should go out of 
that saloon until those things were paid 
for; Jen-y Shoaff and BUly Heffelfinger 
were staniling beside the bar a talking 
to Golicke; I walked to the door and 
opened it and came back to the bar and 
said, "boys, we had better get out of here 
before any trouble occurs, because there 
is George Humbrecht he will run us 
in ;"as I spoke Jeriy Shoafi"stooped down, 
as if to brush off his pants, picked up 
the spit.oon and hurled it at Golicke; I 
saw Golicke thi'ow up his hands and fall; 
as tlu! spittoon struck him it bounded off 
and broke the glass; one of the boys 
said "Art, you'd better go;" Ave all ran 
out and met again at Spy Run bridge; 
the next day Jerry Shoaff said to me, ' I 
must have hit him pretty hard;" then 
said, "we had better'do a duck;'" we 
were talking about the trouble the night 
before, and he urged me to go away with 
him and we went as far as New Haven 
and I there told him to the effect that I 
had nothing to do w th it, except being 
in there and that I was going back; he 
then said iu effect "that they did not 
know who did it and he would come 
back with me;" we then came back to 
Fort Wayne together. 


ABTHUB C . HAMIII. 


Wm. Kanning, who was outside the 
saloon when the fatal blow was stmck, 
testifies that when Shoaff rushed out of 
the door he cried out, "Run, boys! I 
hit him." 


The grand jury is now investigating 
the matter.

The appeal of the pulpit orators for a 
better and holier obsei-vance of the Sab- 
bath day scarcely loses voice when the 
toiling masses take it up and send the 
demand thundeiing along the line in a 
manner that must arouse public feeling 
to the great necessity of the hour. 


Last night Summitt City Assembly, 
No. 7,580, Knights of Labor, met in 
regular session and among other business 
passed a series ef resolutions calling on 
the city officers to do their plain, honest 
duty, enforce the laws and close the 
saloons on Sunday. 
The resolutions 
calmly review the baneful influence of 
Sabbath excesses in the saloons and de- 
tail the hardships that follow in the wake 
of extravagance, neglect and demoraliza- 
tion. 


The Summit City Assembly is com- 
posed mainly of the employes of the 
Pittsburg and Fort Wayne 
railroad 
shojjs, the men who own homes and 
build up the city, and their wishes can 
not be ignored by the officers who may 
seek their votes. 


There are four other assemblies in the 
city. 
They meet to-morrow, 
Friday, 
Saturday and Monday evenings, in the 
order named, and it is probable they 
will be heard from. 


The reform sentiment is spreading. 
The demand is but for simple justice. 
Every one concedes to the liquor sellers 
of Fort Wayne the rights the law gives 
them, no more, no less, but the people 
will insist, and rightfully so, that they 
live and oi^erate within the laws that 
regulate their business. 
The Sunday 
saloons must close.

Mrs. Hirsh is the divorced wife of Joe. 
Hirsh, a former Nickel Plate baggage 
master, and suspicion pointed to him for 
the people never lived happily. Mr. 
Hirsh lives with his sister, Mrs. Pepry, 
on McCulloch street, and hearing of the 
trouble called on Mayor Muhler this 
morning to assert his innocence and 
ability to prove his whereabouts last 
evening. 
He says Mi-s. Hii-sh was at- 
tacked in a similar way once before and 
now the affair is shrouded in mysteiy. 
In a statement to Deputy Sheriff 
Schroeder Mi's. Hii«h held her husband 
guiltless. 
She says that a woman is at 
the bottom of the assault on her. Mrs.

NATUBAL. OAS. 


Tbe Vouiicll Olves tbe Salanionie 
Company an Ordinance to 
Its L.il&lngr. 


As will be seen by the proceedings 
elsewhere, the council last night passed 
the natural gas ordinance presented by 
the Salamonie comj^any, and it is reas- 
onable to assert that the question of nat- 
ural gas for Fort Wayne is solved. 


Under the p ovisions of the ordinance, 
and it has been published in THE SEN- 


TINEL, the company must accept it be- 
fore June 1, next; then they give a 
^,000 bond that they will comply with 
its provisions, and also guarantee to 
have gas piped into Fort Wayne before 
Januaiy 1, 1890. 
They nmst, besides, 
file a $50,000 bond to guard the city 
against the dangers that follow in the 
wake of natural gas. 


The Salamonie company is composed 
of E. C. Bell, president; W. W. Woi-th- 
ington, secretary; Charles McCulloch, 
Charles S. Bash, Heniy C. Paul, Alfred 
Hattei-sley, Bernard O'Connor, H. C. 
Graffe, John Ferguson, Jesse Nixon and 
others who ai-e interested in the 10,000 
acre tract of gas ten-itoiy controlled by 
the corporation in the Montpelier fielils. 


T H E SENTINEL inttu-viewed some of 
the stock holders, this morning, and 
finds the ordinance accei^table to most 
of them. 
They can not speak authorita- 
tively, however, until there is a meeting 
of the whole company.

THE Irish land purchase bill of 1886 
called the Ashbourne Act, was passed to 
further the alx>lition of the trouble 
breeding "duel ownei-ship," of property 
in Ireland, where, as a rule, the land 
belongs to the landlord, and the im- 
provements, including dwellings, belong 
to the tenant. 
A fund of $25,000,000 
was set apart by parliament to loan to 
tenants to enable them to buy of the 
landlords. This was a wise movement 
as far as it went, and it would be well if 
the result aimed at were universally 
established. The bill just brought in 
by the government devotes another 25,- 


000,000 for this purpose. 
But the 
measure fails to provide for the relief of 
tenants who are in arrears for rents, 
most of which have been declared exces- 
sive by the land courts and commission 
and greatly reduced as to present and 
futuie charges. But the arrears debt 
still overshadows the tenant in many 
cases and prevents him from taking ad- 
vantt^e of the Ashbourne act. Mr. 
Gladstone's amendment to the bill has 
reference to aid in these cases of arrears 
and seeks to prevent evictions. It has 
in view the parties who particularly need 
assistance. The parliamentaiy contest 
this week will be on this amendment. 
The government bill will probably be 
passed unamended, but it is well that 
Mr. Gladstone's seeming opposition to it 
should be understood.

The Gnrnd encampment, L O. O. 
met in annnal session at IndiaaapotiB 
yesterday, A. J. Milioe, grand pat- 
riarch, presiding. P. C. P., D. Goon 
was appointed grand sentinel, pro tem., 
after which all the grand officers were 
reported present. 


A resolution was adbpted allowing rep- 
resentatives to Grand encampment mile- 
age and per diem. Heretofore only a 
per diem has been allowed. 


A. 'S. Milice, grand patriarch, sub- 
mitted his annual report, showing that 
tiie net increase in this jurisdiction for 
the year ending June 30 was 817, ex- 
ceeding that of last year by 213.

Coroner Stellhorn to-day completed 


his investigation of the death, of Wm. 
Golioke, the East Main street saloon-- 
keeper, whose encounter with Jerry 
Shoaff and his companions, has been 
aired by the press. 


He has taken the testimony of a dozen 


witnesses, all bearing on the case, bnt 
this, the sworn statement of Arthur 
Hamil, an eye witness to the fracas, IB 
sensational inasmuch as it lays the kill- 
ing of Golicke at the door of Jerry 
Shoaff. It reads: 


My name is Arthur Hamil; I have lived 


in Fort Wayne twenty years; I am ac- 
quainted with Jerry Shoaff and have 
known him for three years; I went into 
a saloon on Main street, east of Clinton 
street, on Wednesday, I think, October 
3d, 1888; the night the spittoon was 
thrown and the man was struck; those 
who were there in our party were Jerry 
Shoaff, diaries Wort, Oscar Keifar, 
William Turner, Wm. Heffelflnger, Art 
Boseker, Wm. Kenning, besides myself; 
drinks and cigars were set out; I don't 
know who called for them; after we 
drank and took cigars all of our party 
went out, except Charles Wort, Billy 
HenTelllnger, Jerry Bhoaffoml myself; 
at) the rest of tbe boys went out there 
was some dispute about settling for the 
drinks and cigars; I do not know exactly 
what was said only Golicke said that 
not a God damn man should go out of 
that saloon until those things were paid 
for; Jerry Shoaff and Billy Heffelfinger 
were stiuiding beside the bar a talking 
to Golioke; I walked to the door and 
opened it and came back to the bar and 
said, "boys, we hod better get out of hero 
Jwfore any trouble occurs, because there 
is George Humbreelit he will run us 
in;"iis I spoke Jerry Shoaff stooped down, 
as if to brush off his pants, picked up 
the spittoon and hurled it at Golicke; I 
saw Golicke throw up his hands and fall; 
as the spittoon struck him it bounded off 
and broke the glass; one of the boys 
said "Art, you'd better go;" we all ran 
out and met again at Spy Bun bridge; 
the next d ay Jerry Shoaff said to me, ' 'I 
must hnve hit him pretty hard;" then 
said, "wo had better 'do a duck;"' we 
rere talking alx>ut the trouble the night 
before, and he urged me to go away with 
liim and we went as far as New Haven 
and I there told him to the effect that I 
had nothing to do with it, except being 
in there and that I was going back; he 
then said in effect "that they did not 
know who did it and he would come 
back with me;1! we then come back to 
Fort Wayne together.

January 1, 1890. They must, besides, 
file a $50,000 bond to guard the city 
against the dangers that follow in the 
wake of natural gas. 


The Salamonie company is composed 


of R. C. Bell, president; W. W. Worth- 
ington, secretary; Charles McCulloch, 
Charles 8. Bosh, Henry C. Paul, Alfred 
Hattersley, Bernard O'Connor, H, C. 
Gmffe, John Ferguson, Jesse Nixon, and 
others who are interested in the 10,000 
acre tract of gas territory controlled by 
the corporation in the Montpelier fields.

HB complete returns of the election 


in New Hampshire, another state with 
heavy manufacturing interests, show 
that the "tariff scare" did not work 
where it was expected to. The dem- 
ocrats cut the republican plnrality down 
to 2,281, against 4,063 in 1884. And the 
democratic vote increased 4,267 or 10. 
86 per cent., against an increase of only 
2,478, or 5.72 per cent for the repub- 
licans. ^

IBS white caps have made their ap 


pearauce in south-eastern Ohio, within 
Bfty miles of Cincinnati. Their oper- 
ations are of the same general character 
as the white caps of Indiana. It does 
not appear that they have as yet taken 
human life or attempted to chastise 
women. Their power appears to be 
directed against the petty sneak-thieves 
who seem to infest portions of Brown, 
Adams and Clermont Counties. 


SIHATOK YOOBBXBI is at Fort Smith, 


Ark., to assist in the defense of W. H. 
Boudinot, charged with killing Editor 
Stone a year ago in Tahleqnah. Bou- 
dinot is one of the ablest and most in- 
fluential citizens of the Urritory, and 
was editor of the Cherokee AOdoaHe when 
the killing occurred. Stone was editor 
of the Telef/umt, and an election caused 
a personal encounter, in which Stone 
was shot to death. Bondinot is an In- 
dian who was educated in an eastern 
college. 
The case, in which he is 


defendant, has attracted great attention 
in the southwest. 


CoNclBjilNO the proposition to admit 


Dakota into the Union, Governor Mel- 
lette says: "I would rather stay out for 
twenty-five years than come in as one 
state. Our people are thoroughly deter- 
mined upon that. -It was an issue in 
the present campaign and we beat the 
opposition 80.000 or 40,000 votes. 
We 


will divide the territory on the forty- 
sixth parallel. Why, look at the size of 
the territory. Add to all the New Eng- 
land states the Empire state of New 
York, throw in New Jersey and Delaware 
for good measure, and the whole lot of 
them would rattle around inside the 
borders of Dakota. 


THE Irish land purchase bill of 1886, 


called the Ashtonrae Act, won passed to 
further tne abolition of the trouble- 
breeding "duel ownership," of property 
in Ireland, where, as a rule, the land 
belongs to the landlord, and the im- 
provements, including dwellings, belong 
to the tenant. A fund of 825,000,000 
was set apart by parliament to loan to 
tenants to enable them to buy of the 
landlords. This was a wise movement 
as far as it went, and it would be well if 
the result aimed at were universally 
established. The bill just brought in 
by the government devotes another 25.- 
000,000 for this purpose. 
But the 


measure fails to provide for the relief of 
tenants who are in arrears for rents, 
most of which have been declared exces- 
sive by the land courts and commission 
and greatly reduced as to present and 
future charges. But the arrears debt 
still overshadows the tenant in many 
coses and prevents him from taking ad- 
vantage o'f the Ashbourne act. 
Mr. 


Gladstone's amendment.to the bill has 
reference to aid in those cases of arrears 
and seeks to prevent evictions. It has 
in view the parties who particularly need 
assistance. The parliamentary contest 
this week will be on this amendment. 
The government bill will probably be 
passed unamonded, but it is well that 
Mr. Gladstone's seeming opposition to it 
should be understood.

P. C. P., D. Coon 
was appointed graud sentinel, pro tern., 
after which all the grand officers were 
reported present. 


A resolution was adopted allowing rep- 


resentatives to Grand encampment mile- 
age and per diem. Heretofore outy a 
per diem has been allowed. 


A. *8. Milioe, grand patriarch, sub- 


mitted bis annual report, showing that 
the net increase in this jurisdiction for 
tbe year ending June 80 was 817, ex- 
ceeding that of last year by 213. A 
large part of this increase is due to the 
desire to reach the militant branch pf 
the order. The grand patriarch referred 
in feeling terms to the death of F. O. B. 
Thomas Underwood and P. G.B. .D. W. 
LaFollette, both of whom have been 
grand assistants in the work of Odd 
Fellowship. 


Poring the year DeKalb encampment, 


No. 169, at Garrett, and Home encamp- 
ment. No. 170, at Middletou, had been 
instituted, and Cicero encampment at 
Tipton, and Wheeling encampment at 
Wheeling, had been resuscitated. Forty- 
nine delinquent D. D. G. P.'s of en- 
campments were reported, as compared 
with sixty-four last year.
